Program Notes 

University of Toronto Women’s Chorus 


Alleluia & Tantum Ergo Stephanie Martin 

(b.1962) 

Canadian musician Stephanie Martin is a creative coilaborator and a guardian of musical 
heritage, known for imaginative artistic programming and for creating sustainable musical 
communities. Her choral and instrumental compositions are currently performed both 
locally and internationally, (stephaniemartinmusic.com) “Tantum ergo” are the opening 
words of the last two verses of Range Lingua, a Mediaeval Latin hymn written by St. 
Thomas Aquinas. “Alleluia” and “Tantum Ergo” are composed as a set but they can also 
be performed separately with any combination of voices. Martin is the music director of the 
Church of Saint Mary Magdalene in Toronto. Their resident women’s chant group, Schola 
Magdalena, recorded their album O Gracious Light and included Martin’s “Alleluia” in one of 
the tracks. - Tracy Wong

(C.1557-1602) 

Thomas Morley was an English chorister, composer and organist. Morley worked closely 
alongside William Byrd. While Byrd and all English composers before him were known 
for their sacred music, Morley became known for his secular music. He published five 
collections of pieces of various forms — madrigals, canzonets and balletts. Canzonets 
were his favourite genre and “I go before my darling” was one of them. Taken from the 
two-voiced collection of 1595, this piece is homophonic with short passages of imitative 
polyphony. The “dally dally” section imitates the “fa la la” refrains found in madrigals.

Ave Maria, Op. 93 


Gabriel Faure 

(1845-1924) 


Gabriel Faure was a French composer and organist. Flis musical talent was recognized 
at an early age and he was trained as a chorister, pianist and organist at the Neidermeyer 
School in Paris, where his teachers included composer Camille Saint-Saens. Faure’s best 
known works are his piano solo works and art songs for vocalists. “Ave Maria” is one of his 
works written originally as a duet for two sopranos and organ. - Elaine Choi

Turot eszik a cigany Zoltan Kodaly 

(1882-1967) 

Zoltan Kodaly was a composer, educator, musicologist and scholar. He was extremely 
enthusiastic about promoting indigenous folk music. He worked tirelessly throughout his life 
in the service of music making. Kodaly devoted his artistry to the service of his nation and 
its people, developing innovative techniques for teaching music to children. “Turot eszik a 
cigany” is one of Kodaly’s earliest compositions for children’s choir. The fast tempo lively 
section describes a disagreement between two gypsy children as they fight over turo — a 
dairy product rather like cottage cheese. The slow section in the middle is a traditional 
Hungarian folk song. - Elaine Choi

Tenzi from Shona Mass Lee R. Kesselman 

(b. 1951) 

Composer Lee R. Kesselman has been director of choral activities at the College of 
DuPage in Glen Ellyn, a suburb of Chicago, since 1981. A native of Milwaukee, Kesselman 
holds an undergraduate degree in piano and composition from Macalester College and a 
Master’s in conducting from the University of Southern California. Kesselman is active as a 
conductor, composer and pianist. “Tenzi” is the Kyrie movement from the Shona Mass. It 
is an original composition based on the musical style native to Shona culture and people. 

It is composed in the spirit of choral music Kesselman heard at the Episcopal Cathedral in 
Harare, Zimbabwe. Shona is the majority tribe in Zimbabwe and its language. - Elaine Choi

Josquin des Prez 

(c. 1450 - 1521) 


French composer Josquin des Prez is considered to be one of the finest composers of 
the Renaissance era and is credited with being one of the great developers of the imitative 
polyphonic style. His setting of “Ave, verum Corpus Christi” for three voices is a prime 
example. The first section of the work features two simple vocal lines, sometimes moving 
together and sometimes weaving around each other. The second and final section of the 
piece repeats those two lines while introducing an independent yet complimentary lower, 
third voice. - Mark Ramsay

Hymne an die Nacht 


Ludwig van Beethoven 

(1770-1827) 


“Hymne an die Nacht” is a men’s chorus chorale-style hymn by Beethoven, directly quoted 
from his own Appassionafa Piano Sonata Op. 57, slow movement. The title translates 
to “Hymn to the night” which is vividly depicted through clear tone and soft dynamics, 
blended with contrasting points that are typical in all of Beethoven’s music. During the 
middle of the piece, a soli octet is heard, before the return of the full choir, which again 
establishes contrast, this time via texture. — Brad Barnham

Alec Schumacker composed “Cantate Domino” for the University of Miami Maelstrom 
Men’s Chorus, an ensemble for which he is currently co-conductor. The dramatic 
work combines quick moving, overlapping vocal lines, sudden style changes, and an 
energetic piano part. Listeners can hear clear text painting on words such as “annuntiate” 
(announce), “die in diem” (from day to day), and “terribilis” (fearful). — Mark Ramsay

Without a regular time signature, the work pays careful attention to the natural 
rhythms and imagery of Yeats’ famous poem. The result is a well-crafted and moving work 
that showcases the male chorus ensemble. — Mark Ramsay

Born in Norway, composer Ola Gjeilo moved to the United States in 2001 to study 
composition at the Julliard School in New York City. In the same year, he composed “Ubi 
Caritas,” which has become one of his most performed and popular pieces. Although 
entirely original, the piece draws inspiration from the Gregorian chant tradition as well as 
Gjeilo’s own memories of singing Maurice Durufle’s “Ubi Caritas” while in high school.
